After a week of the hardest 


practices of the season,

Bobcats should have fire in their 
eyes by game time. As usual, 
there are several key factors 
In Hope's winning or losing, but 
attitued will rank highest In this 
one. 


Where the Bobcats have a two- 


game losing string, Camden has 
won their last two contest by 
large scores. Hope should be 
ready to go, aid the Panthers 
have already improved enough 
this season to be a threat even 
if they turn up flat. 


Overall, Camden has a record 


evened out tt 4-4. Among their 
victims 
are 
Warren' (28-0), 


Crossett (16-0), Fordyce (18-0), 
and Camden Lincoln by a count 
of 40-12. Their victories have 
been impressive, but they have 
also looked good In defeat. 


The Panthers' only embar- 


rassment w%s a 33-0 shellacking 
at Magnolia, but they nearly up- 
set Fairview before falling 20-6 
and Arkadelphia barely beat the m 
14-13. Finally was a 13-7 loss to 
Malvern, the team attempting to 
dethrone the 4-A A champion 
Fairview Cardinals. 


Head Coach George Burke ex- 


pressed some optimism before 
the season began, but his offense 
has run much better with the addi- 
tion of the Y-T offense, which 
Darrell Royall invented at Texas 
this fall. 
With the Y-T they 


have proceeded to roll up an 
average of 16.0 points per game, 
which is better than normal. 


At quarterback this year is Bill 


Dedman, a 160-pound 
senior 


starting on offense for the first 
time. Dedman doesn't throw the 
ball much at all, and Camden 
didn't get * single completion 
last week. The short back is 
Tommy Watts, a 140-pound junior 
who was the quarterback most 
of the way last year. 


A pleasant surprise has been 


the effectiveness of tailback Bill 
Jordan, another junior scaling 
only 130 pounds. He has run back 
several punts and kickoffs tor 
long yardag'e, and tie is a threat 
when Camden is on offense. 


In the slotback position is the 


'67 leading ground gainer, Jesse 
Dorris. A senior, Dorris uses 
his 170 pounds to the best of his 
ability and is quite comparable 
to Hope's Rodney Jones in his 
running style. 


The line is Inexperienced and 


of only average weight, but they 
have rarely been overpowered 
and are scrappy and quick. 


Tim Womack, a slight 130- 


pound soph, will line up at tight 
end and work on double-teaming 
blocks with weakside tackle Pat 
McGulre, another 10th grader at 
155 pounds. 


At weak guard is senior Tom- 


my McCord, a 150-pound return- 
ing starter and a fine blocker. 
The bulwark of the front seven is 
center Randy Crowder, a tough 
senior at 180. 


On the strong side at guard 


and tackle are Bill Epperson, 
another returnee at 150 pounds, 
and soph Bill Garner (190). Out 
at the slot end position is Randy 
Garner, a 170-pound junior and 
the team's best receiver. 


Camden has tried to go two- 


platoon this year, and only 
Crowder and Dorris will go both 
ways very much. The Panthers 
on defense run a 4-4-3, with the 
extra linebacker being a free 
"rover". This can cut off »

Negroes 
feel the laws for 


equal housing and equal em- 
ployment are the ones least like- 
ly to be carried out, he added. 


Not until the nation makes real 


its promises of equal opportuni- 
ty and civil rights will respect 
for the law be restored, Carter 
said.

Farm Bond 
Issue Planned 
for Prison 
LITTLfc ROCK (AP) - John 


Haley, chairman of the Board 
of Correction, said Wednesday 
that the board plans to propose 
a bond issue financed by farm* 
ing and industrial operations at 
the state prisons to pay for a 
maximum security unit at the 
state penitentiary, 


Haley said the board would 


present its plan to the Arkan* 
sas 
Legislative Council when 


the council hears the board's 
budgets Nov. 29, 


Marion H. Crank, the Demp 


cratic nominee for governor, Is 
to announce his plan for fi- 
nancing the maximum security 
unit tonight. He said he also 
could do it without using state 
funds. 


Haley said the board would 


request approval of a $1 mil- 
lion bond issue, Half of the pro- 
ceeds would be used to me- 
chanize all farming operations 
at the prison. About $50,000 
would be used to start the pro- 


duction of various manufactur- 
ing productst the rest would 
be used'to build the mtximiini 
security unit and a reception 
and diagnostic center for in- 
coming prisoners, 


"Our 
theory is this," Haley 


said, "We will be able to effect 
savings in the farming opera- 
tions by total mrchnization, We 
will not have to continue to re- 
pair obsolete equipment and 
we would increase production 
through mechnization, 


In addition, he said, manu- 


facturing certain products at 
the prison, which the board has 
statutory authority to do now, 
will bring in considerable in- 
como, 


He estimated that mechaniza- 


tion and prison Industries would 
Increase prison income by $125,- 
000 or more a year. All of this 
could be applied toward paying 
off the bond issue and the bonds 
could be retired In 10 years or 
less, he said. 


As for Crank's plan, Haley 


said, it could not avoid using 
state funds because even mon- 
ey collected by farming opera- 
tions at the prison goes into the 
state treasury and is state 
funds.

Q— My husband, 27, ha> 


been stuttering since he was 
5. When he is singing, he 
never stutters. A school nurse 
told him it was caused by 
cracked tonsils following a 
bout of whooping cough. Could 
this be the reason? ls,; there» 
any help for him? ..... .,,.^_,.,,-™,L.... 


A — Because it Is character- 


istic of stutterers that they 
can s i n g without stuttering, 
they should be encouraged to 
sing. Your husband's stutter- 
ing was certainly not caused 
by whooping cough, bad ton- 
sils or any o t h e r organic 
disease but by a self-conscious- 
ness about his speech that 
was aggravated by having 
normal slips of the tongue 
called to his attention by over- 
solicitous parents or teachers. 


Although there is no drug or 


magic c u r e for stuttering* 
much can be done to help your 
husband. When he is alone 
and relaxed, he should prac- 
tice talking aloud to himself. 
This will help him to see that 
he can talk without stuttering, 
When he can feel just as re- 
laxed talking to others, his 
stuttering will become negligi- 
ble. 


He must also p r a c t i c e 


"shadowing" — switching on 
the television and repeating 
aloud every word as he hears 
it. This will increase his flu- 
ency. He must strive to repeat 
the words, not mechanically 
but with f e e l i n g . 
If he 


stumbles over an occasional 
word he must ignore It and 
concentrate on how well he Is 
speaking. 
He must realize 


that no one's speech is perfect 
and that the only difference 
between himself and the rest 
of us is that we don't worry 
about our little slips, 


The important point of all 


is for him to recognize that 
stuttering is not something 
that is happening to him but 
something that he himself is 
doing because he is trying too 
hard not to stutter. The more 
self-confidence he can gain 
about his speech, the faster 
he will overcome his difficulty.

Cookie, who flies for Con- 


tinental Airlines, volunteered 
for the Vietnam flights. 


She takes ofXMth her oth- 


ieffatid flies to an Army1 


FairfieltL Calif., or Norton in 
San" BSwiScHtio or El Toro 
near San Diego or evervas 
far away as McGuire in New 
Jersey—and loads up with 165 
soldiers or Marines. They fly 
to Hawaii, lay over, fly on to 
either Okinawa or the Philip- 
pines for refueling, then fly 


into one of several bases in 
Vie, 
m. 


On the way back, Cookie 


and her plane bring 165 re- 
turning servicemen home. 


"I enjoy it," Cookie savs. 


"It's a very personal thing 
with the girls—they either 
like it or don't like it. I find 
It a lot nicer than the same 
domestic route—I used to fly 
LA-Chlcago —because t h a t 
can become routine. 


"With this, no two trips 


are ever the same. You learn 
to expect the unexpected. 


Some things, though, have 


become routine. Cookie—her 
real name is Ellen Marie 
and she comes from Salem, 
Ore.—has learned to expect 
several marriage proposals 
on the way over. So far, none 
of the boys coming home 
has proposed. 


, She has also learned to 


ssvejML interested wh£JJ 
u.t/^sWw* her pictures-TO 
their wives or sweethearts or 
mothers. And to listen avidly 
when it is night and the 
lights are out and some of 
them can't sleep and want 
to talk. 


"I've often had 
fellows 


break down and cry," she 


savs -A lot of them ask me 
to read to them from t heir- 
Bibles." 


The ofies coming home are 


different, She says they are 
tired, almost in shock, and 
they are consequently quiet 
and subdued. They can't be- 
lieve they're going home. 


They don't make passes at 


her—"even t h o s e w h o 
haven't seen what they call 
a found*eyed girl in months.' 
They stare at her (she's tall 
and blonde and worth a 
stare) and they whistle. 


"But 
they 
k e e p 
their 


speech in check," she says. 
"They 'Yes, ma'am' me to 
death. They're so young— 
mostly 18 or 19." 


Once, in Saigon, things

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Sale of Liquor: Not a Moral Issue 


But a Question of Justice in Taxation 
w 


hen your editor acquired The Star the first 
of 1929 America was on the eve of liquidat- 
ing the National Prohibition experiment — 


accomplished soon after Roosevelt became Presi- 
dent in 1933. 


Conditions were bad in Hope — countless bootleggers 


in the city and five or six of them doing businass 
around the site of Hope High School. 


What misguided preachers had called "a 
moral 


question" when advocating Prohibition back in 1920 
had by 1929 become an intolerable problem In law- 
enforcement. 


The "bone-dry" states fell one by one — including 


the landmark case of Mississippi which, once it had 
reached a decision, went all the way and legalized 
the sale of mixed drinks. 


Local option laws In Arkansas permit the sale of 


bottled goods through privately-owned packaga stores 
and the general sale of beer, where a county votes 
favorably — and Hempstead county will be voting on 
this issue in the general election next Tuesday, Nov. 
5. 


Local conditions were bad in 1929, They are still 


bad. Within the last year or two a number of Hope 
High School students wore expelled for trafficking in 
liquor 
on the actual school property. And empty 


whisky bottles and beer cans are seen all over town 
— evidence of a universal illegal traffic. 


The trouble is: There are no outlets for legal sales 


— therefore no one whom you can bring to account. 
With a legal sale system such as Hempstead county 
had from 1936 to 194G a package-store owner or a 
seller of beer operates under public license. If a 
violation occurs he riskes losing his license —and 
he's out of business. 


This is the control factor behind legal sales - 


the other factor is tax justice. 


From a tax standpoint Hempstead county's present 


"dry" status is absurd and humiliating. 


In 1946 we voted legal sales out — but wo continue 


to get our pro-rata county share of liquor and beer 
taxes collected in Texarkana and other "wot" areas. 
It's as humiliating as thinking you are a solf-support- 
ing citizen and then waking up to the discovery that 
somoone has you down in his book as being "on re- 
lief." 


If you don't know how the tax system works I'll 


spell it out for you. Liquor and beer taxes collect- 
ed In "wet" areas are deposited in the State Gen- 
eral Fund. Quarterly turnbacks, including the liquor 
and boer contribution, are made from this fund to 
the 75 counties -Irrespective as to whether the in- 
dividual counties are "w.?t" or "dry," 


So when you vote "dry" it hasn't cost your county 


a dime. If It did, there wouldn't bo a corporal's guard 
in the "dry" column on Election Day, As it is, you're 
in a cozy spot — with Texarkana playing your nurse- 
maid and footing a substantial part of the bill for 
educating your children. . . .a duty that rightly be- 
longs at homo. 


And finally, A "dry" county has the practical effect 


of encouraging moonshine production of untaxed liquor. 


Liquor is a luxury that deserves to be taxed vigor- 


ously for the support of the public schools. We have 
no business tolerating a system that encourages tax- 
exemption of liquor when the public is being saddled 
with higher taxes on everything else. 


How can you justify exemption of liquor from tax 


at a time when we are taxing the poor 3 per cent on 
food and medicine and clothing? 


Are you a Christian or a Philistine?

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Navy announced totday that por- 
tions of the lost nuclear subma- 
rine Scorpion have been locat- 
ed, more than 10,000 feet deep 
in the Atlantic. 


Adm, 
Thomas H. Moorer, 


chief of naval operations, an- 
nounced that "objects identified 
as portions of the hull of the 
sumbarine U.'jS Scorpion have 
been located about 400 miles 
southwest of the Azores in more 
than 10,000 feetof water." 


The discovery, reported by a 


Navy oceanographic research 
ship Wednesday night, culmin- 
ates a searcch of mere than five 
months since the Atomic pow- 
ered submarine 
disappeared 


with a crew of 99 officers and 
men en route from the Mediter- 
ranean Sea to Norfolk, Ma. 


The Scorpion last was heard 


from by radio on May 21 when it 
was about 250 miles south of the 
Azores. 


Although there have been per- 


iodic reports that the general lo- 
cation of the remains of the 
Scorpion was known, Moorer's 
announcement 
was the first 


word that the resting place had 
been found. 


The 
10,000-plus 
foot depth 


where the hull pieces were lo- 
cated is far below the "crush 
depth" of the submarine, which 
was reported able- to" operate 
only as far dawn as about, 1,200 
feet.

After that, the Navy said, the
